Farley Sees College Cost At 5 Mills 


Bucks 
County Commissioner 
Walter S. Farley Jr. said today 
that he expects the cost of a 
two-year community college will 
eventually be the full five mills 
permitted by law. 


F'arley called the five mills— 
$15 on a $9,000 home, $40 on a 
$24,000 home “ a very reason­ 
able price to pay for 
a 
low' 
tuition college.” 


350 First Year 


The commissioner said that 
he did not expect to see the cost 
reach five mills during his term 
of office which expires in 1968. 
He predicted the college enroll­ 
ment, planned at 350 the first 
year, would soar to 2.000 or 2,- 
500 students within a few years. 


If the county plan is approved 
by the State Board of Education 
this summer the $4 million in­ 
stitution could open in Septem­ 
ber 1965.

HARRISBURG — The Bucks 
County plan for school reorgan­ 
ization, required under Act 299 
of the 
1963 
state 
legislature, 
was approved today by the State 
Council of Basic Education. 


The plan splits the county in­ 
to only 13 school districts in­ 
stead of the 51 it now has, with 
the 13 following the lines of the 
13 secondary - school jointures 
or individual districts now op­ 
erating in the county. 


It will eliminate the .smaller 
districts 
which 
operate 
inde­ 
pendently and administer their 
own elementary 
school. 
When 
Act 299 goes into full effect, in 
June, 1965, directors from the 
13 districts will be elected at 
large instead of from each com­ 
ponent part of a jointure. 


The Council also approved 12 
other c o u n t y reorganization 
plans today, bringing to 60 the 
number so far submitted for ap­ 
proval. Of those 60, 
16 
have 
been appealed and are await­ 
ing action by the State Board 
of Education. Philadelphia, one 
gigantic district of its own, did 
not have to reorganize.

—The Army today de­ 
manded a guilty 
verdict 
for 
Capt. Alfred Svenson, the only 
American 
officer 
ever 
court- 
martialed for defecting to the 
Communists in Europe. 
Svenson, 31, of Scranton, Pa., 
faced a possible maximum pen­ 
alty of eight years 
in prison 
and a dishonorable discharge if 
found guilty of charges of de­ 
sertion and the theft of a jeep. 
A panel of five Army officers 
was expected to deliver a ver­ 
dict in the case later today. 
In his summation, the prose­ 
cutor, Maj. Charles T. Reese of 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., said Svenson’s 
defection 
was a 
‘‘moral 
cer­ 
tainty — not 
merely beyond 
re so n a te doubt.” Svenson 
sat 
quietly in the prisoner’s dock 
with his eyes downcast. 
The burly defendant drove an 
Army jeep through Communist 
barricades into East Germany 
on May 4, 1963. The Russians 
returned him to Western author­ 
ities last May 7, saying he was 
“unworthy” of communism. 
The prosecution has charged 
that 
Svenson 
defected 
delib­ 
erately and that he was return­ 
ed against his will. The defense 
has contended that the Lithuan­ 
ian - born captain 
was 
drunk 
when he went over and that the 
Communists 
kept 
him 
from 
coming back.
